The shortage is serious and deal­ 
ers declare there is no relief in sight. 
A small amount of granulated sugar 
is being received from time to time, 
hut this is sold out almost as soon 
a s it is received. 
This is the season 
o f the year when housewives are can ­ 
ning and preserving fruits for win­ 
ter use and a shortage of sugar now 
is fa r more serious than if it had 
developed during the winter months. 
One explanation for the shortage 
is th ai the refiners are able to sell 
granulated sugar at fourteen cents a 
pound f. o. b. New York to foreign 
trade, while they were permitted to 
charge but nine cents a pound at New 
York for domestic trade. 
The refin­ 
ers, of course, are trying to fill all 
the foreign orders possible. 
It was 
recently stated that more sugar has 
been exported from this country dur­ 
ing the last two years than during 
the previous fifty years. 
France and 
England relied largely upon beet sug­ 
a r which was produced in Russia and 
Germany before the war. 
With the 
sugar beet production stopped these 
countries now depend upon cane sug­ 
a r from the United States and Cuba. 
The demand is so much greater than 
the output, it is said, th at little re ­ 
lief is in sight. 
I>ocal dealers say they do not know 
■when the sugar m arket will again be 
normal and predict that buying in 
small quantities will continue as a 
necessary measure for at least sixty 
days and probably longer.

Unless the farmers are badly m is­ 
taken, the corn crop in Jackson coun­ 
ty this fall will be much smaller than 
usual. 
A month ago the prospects 
were very bright for a record crop, 
but the long drought has been dis­ 
astrous and farmers who own high 
sand land declare that rain now would 
be of little benefit, especially to the 
early variety of corn. 
The showers 
which have fallen this week were 
more or less local and in some sec­ 
tions the moisture was hardly suffi­ 
cient to settle the heavy dust in the 
roads. 
In a few places the rain was 
considerably heavier and was of great 
value. 
The corn crop is one of the most 
profitable in this county and the 
farm ers were delighted with the early 
prospects. 
Some of the corn on the 
sand ground is already drying al­ 
though it has. not fully matured. 
In 
a few places parts of the fields are 
being cut down and the stalks used 
as feed. 
The grain, the farm ers de­ 
clare, “will be light and chaffy and 
they fear that even the corn which 
has grown under.the most favorable 
circumstances will not be of the best 
quality and weight. 
Torn which is grown on soil in 
which there is sonic clay is in better 
condition than that on the higher 
sand. 
The clay hold- the moisture 
longer than loose soil and much of j froth 
it was planted later. * 
I show 
Farm ers predict that the smaller 
crop will affect the price during the 
winter and they look for the grain to 
he quoted even higher than a t pres­ 
ent. 
The demand for corn is large 
on account of the increased live stock 
production. 
The corn in other sec­ 
tions of Indiana is also suffering from 
the drought.

PRESID EN T AGAIN VETOES

Recognizes Inconveniences to Farm­ 
ers, But Says Production 
is Pressing Need.

Foodstuffs Listed Can be Purchased 


Only in Case Lots— Buyers 


Will Pay The Postage. 


Details of tile plan whereby the 
government will make use of the 
postoffice 
department fo r 
the dis­ 
tribution of certain foodstuffs have 
been received by Allen Swope, local 
postmaster. 
Local people desiring 
to buy tile commodities listed are re ­ 
quired to leave their orders at the 
local postoffice and the delivery will 
be made later by parcel post. 
It is 
understood that the shipments will 
be made as rapidly as possible, but 
inasmuch as the plan is nationwide 
and thousands of orders will likely 
be received there will likely be some 
delay. 
Postm aster 
Swope 
stated 
that 
commodities can only be purchased 
in case lots. 
However, in case two 
or three families desire to buy limit­ 
ed supplies they can club together 
and place the order in one name 
When the case arrives it can then be 
divided according to the desire of 
those who ordered it. 
The purchas­ 
e r will pay the parcel po^t charges, 
of course, which will amount to five 
cents for the first pound and one 
cent for each additional pound.

is understood that shipments will be 
made in packages of 125 pound 
lee-.

W ashington, August 15— President 
Wilson today vetoed an act to repeal 
the daylight saving lawT, giving as his 
principal reason the need of increas­ 
ed production. 
He said: “I return this bill with­ 
out my signature, but do so with 
the utmost reluctance. 
I realize the 
inconveniences to which the daylight 
saving law subjects the farm ers of 
the country to whom we owe the 
greatest consideration and who have 
distinguished themselves during these 
recent years of war and want by 
patriotic 
endeavor 
worthy of 
all 
praise. 
“ But I am obliged to balance one 
set of disadvantages against anoth­ 
er and to venture a judgment as to 
which are the most serious before the 
country. The immediate and pressing 
need of the country is production, 
increased and increasing production 
in all lines of industry. 
The disor­ 
ganization and dislocation caused by 
the 
war have polled no where so 
heavily as at the industrial centers, 
in m anufacture and in the many in­ 
dustries to which the country and 
the whole world must look to supply 
needs which cannot be ignored or 
postponed.”
